In  the  1970  report  we  described  plans  being  made  to 
enlarge  and  modernize  the  Library,  and  to  make  the  upper 
floor  more  accessible  from  without.  During  the  summer  of 
1971  the  Trustees  approved  new  plans  for  renovation  of 
the  present  building,  construction  of  a  two-story  wing 
toward  the  rear,  and  improvements  in  the  driveway  and 
parking  facilities  at  an  estimated  cost  of  about  |130,000. 
Application  was  filed  for  federal  funds  to  cover  40%  of 
the  cost  and,  when  such  approval  was  received,  bids  for 
general  construction  were  sent  out  in  September.  The 
contract  for  this  construction,  at  an  amount  well  within 
the  estimate,  was  awarded  to  Donald  D.  Snyder  &  Son,  Inc., 
after  a  special  Town  Meeting  October  29th  at  which  the 
project  was  approved  together  with  a  loan  of  §80,000  to 
take  care  of  that  part  of  the  cost  not  covered  by  the  Fed- 
eral grant.  This  loan  will  be  discharged  entirely  out  of  in- 
come from  the  Library's  trust  funds  and  without  cost  to 
the  taxpayers  of  Sandwich.  Work  was  started  in  November 
and,  except  for  the  final  surfacing  of  the  new  driveway 
and  landscaping  of  the  grounds,  it  is  expected  that  the 
project  will  be  completed  before  summer. 

A  small  but  intensely  interested  group  has  been  very 
busy  discussing  and  selecting  the  type  of  furniture  needed, 
color,  design,  texture,  material,  layout,  availability  and 
similar  details.  The  Trustees  are  most  appreciative  of  the 
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gratifying  results  achieved.  They  also  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  the  continued  volunteer  assistance  of  Mr.  Fearn- 
side  as  engineering  consultant. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  good  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  accomplishments  during  1971.  Their  Annual 
Meeting  last  summer  was  addressed  by  Elizabeth  Yates 
and  Norma  Unwin,  and  at  their  fall  meeting,  Professor 
Charles  Barker  gave  a  most  interesting  talk  about  India. 
Other  activities  included  the  annual  White  Elephant  Sale, 
children's  films  and  story  hours,  and  a  proudly  decorated 
float  in  the  Fair  Day  parade. 

The  Library  is  happy  to  be  able  to  continue  the  main- 
tenance of  contacts  with  other  libraries  and  library  organ- 
izations, such  as  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees 
Association,  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Council,  the  New 
England  Library  Association,  and  the  Central  District 
Advisory  Council. 

The  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Ryvers  Ainger,  long  time 
custodian  of  the  Library  building,  confidant  of  many,  and 
beloved  friend  of  all  was  a  tremendous  loss  to  all  of  us. 
Mr,  Irving  E.  Mudgett  has  been  welcomed  as  his  successor. 

We  also  report  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Mr.  Wayne 
B.  Thompson,  a  Library  Trustee  and  treasurer  from  1958 
thru  1966.  He  planned,  and  supervised  the  first  installa- 
tion of  water  facilities  in  the  building  in  1965.  He  also 
designed  the  magazine  rack  and  reference  shelves  which 
have  so  greatly  enhanced  the  utility  and  appearance  of 
our  reading  areas.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND   DISTRICT  CHIEF 

LEST  WE   FORGET  ~  IT   CAN   HAPPEN   HERE 


Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hun- 
dreds of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with 
their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years 
ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devas- 
tated large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  vil- 
lages in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys  in 
a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives 
were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947, 
nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen 
again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is 
a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness 
with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  pro- 
tection when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  re- 
minders be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving, 
discard  a  firebrand  —  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigar- 
ette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning. 
The  burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  garden 
litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allow- 
ed and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important  —  instruct  your  children  in  the 
danger  of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass 
or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which  leads  to 
destructive   loss   and   can   lead  to   tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the 
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control  of  fires.  There  v/ere  too  many  fire  starts  in  some 
towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to 
heed  Smokey's  message.

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NOTICE  TO  VETERANS 

Any  veteran  entitled  to  tax  exemption  in  order  to 
obtain  same  must  file  with  the  Selectmen  his  permanent 
application  before  April  15th  or  contained  in  an  envelope 
addressed  to  such  officials  postmarked  by  that  date.  If  a 
person  eligible  for  exemption  changes  his  domicile  or  a 
veteran's  wife  becomes  a  widow  during  the  year,  a  new 
permanent  application  must  be  filed  with  the  assessing 
officials  in  the  succeeding  year. 

No  exemption  shall  be  allowed  to  any  person  who  is 
delinquent  in  the  payment  of  any  taxes  to  the  state  or 
any  political  subdivision,  except  a  veteran  or  the  spouse 
or  widov/  of  a  veteran  whose  service  was  ended  because 
of  a  service  connected  disability. 

If  a  husband  and  wife  are  both  veterans  each  must 
file  a  separate  permanent  application. 

An  application  for  Service  Exemption  which  appears 
on  the  bottom  of  your  Inventory  of  Taxable  Property  form 
must  be  filed  yearly  before  April  15th. 

War  Service  Tax  Credits:  Classifications. 

1.  Paraplegic,  double  amputees  owning  specially 
adapted  homesteads  with  V.  A.  assistance.  Credits 
unlimited. 

2.  Totally  and  permanently  disabled  veterans,  their 
spouses  or  widows,  and  the  widows  of  veterans 
who  died  or  were  killed  on  active  duty.  Credit 
$600.00. 

3.  All  other  qualified  persons.  Credit  $50.00.
